in a stubborn contest with West­ 
ern-sup p orted Turkey for a seat 
in the U.N. Security Council. 
There was little chang e as the 
secret balloting went into its sec­ 
ond day in the 8 2-nation General 
Assembly , but Poland's lead was 
trimmed slig htly . 
D*ads by Seven 
The vote on the 14th ballot was 
Poland 43 and Turkey 36, with 
two abstaining and one absent. 
On two ballots Monday , Poland 
p olled 48 votes. A two-thirds ma­ 
jority of those p resent and voting 
is required for election. 
The election of Poland to the 
economic and social council Mon­ 
day failed to p roduce the major 
switch which some western dip ­ 
lomats ex p ected. These deleg ates 
had believ ed that many countries 
would not feel like sup p orting Po­ 
land for scats in two major U.N. 
councils. 
Stand Firm: Soviet 
In an attemp t to head off any 
such switch, the Soviet Union is­ 
sued a statement urg ing Poland's 
sup p orters to stand firm. 
"The election of Poland to the 
economic and social council by no 
means can or must mean that Po­ 
land cannot be simultaneously ad­ 
mitted to the Security Council,” 
the Soviet deleg ation said.

'"These Days'

T H E S IM P L E E L E C T R IC L IG H T 
On O ctober 21, the 80th ann iversary of the 
developm ent of the first successful incandescent 
light bulb will ta k e place. It is, for this genera­ 
tion, a slight m a tte r. We have eve rythin g —elec­ 
tric lights of all sizes, shapes, dim ensions and 
colors; we have motion pictures and television 
and late shows an d we even tak e our own motion 
pictures. But w hen Thom as Edison set to work, 
none of these things existed in all the world. 
Edison was a backw ard child, so backw ard 
tha t he w as taken out of school. This is a startling 
fact l>ecause it is too otten assum ed that backw ard 
children are reta rd ed children. Som etim es they 
drc really the brightest in the class and are bored 
by stupid classm ates and teachers. Thomas Edi­ 
son’s m other taug ht him herself. N evertheless, at 
the age of 11, he had his own chemical laboratory 
and had already read such a book as Gibbon’s 
“Decline and Fall of the R om an E m pire" and had 
m astered a “D ictionary of Sciences." At 12, he 
w as a candy butcher on a railroad an d had a 
chemical laboratory in the baggage c a r and a 
printing press on which he ran off copies of “The 
W eekly H erald .’’ 
M ass education is not designed to educate the 
brilliant mind. It is designed to provide a general 
average of children w ith sufficient know ledge and 
training to get by. The genius can be lost in this 
kind of schooling and unless he has supplem entary 
training and guidance, his brilliant intellect can 
load him into all sorts of paths, even crim e. 
E dison’* great career is a product of an acci­ 
dent, although no one can now guess w ha t might 
have become of him had he not risked his life to 
save the station m a s te r’s son from being run over 
by a moving freight car. O ut of g ratitude, the 
station m aste r taug ht him telegraphy. It was his 
excitem ent over telegraphy and its possibilities 
tha t opened a new world for Edison. H e became 
an inventor. 
W hat happens today to the brilliant student? 
Usually, he sits and doodles. He is bored and looks 
out of the window. He quarrels w ith his teacher 
and his family. T he world is bad. 
Only w hen the schools recognize ex tra o rd i­ 
nary intelligence and such a child is ta k en out of 
the class and is given a chance to push ahead ac­ 
cording to his abilities, do we save a m ind-for use­ 
fulness. Today, in m any places, Edison would be­ 
come the prey of the truan t officer. 
Recently, A dm iral Hym an Rickover, the father 
of the atom ic subm arine, m ade a com parison be­ 
tw een education in the United S tate s and in some 
E uropean countries including Soviet Russia. T esti­ 
fying before the House Com m ittee on A ppropria­ 
tions. Adm iral Rickover said: 
" . . . W hen it was found that the m ajority 
of youngsters had neither a gift nor a desire for 
an academ ic secondary education we dow ngraded 
the curriculum until it met the lowest levels of 
com petence instead of setting up different types 
of secondary schools for the different types of 
students. W hen the E uropeans decided to m ake 
secondary education free, they did not m ake this 
m istake. They did not confuse equal educational 
o pportunity .w ith identical education for all in a 
com prehensive school, as did our educationists. 
As things stand, those of our youngsters w ho w ant 
to become professional people receive a m eager 
general educafion in high school and m ust make 
up for it in college. . . . " 
T he 
professional 
requires a 
broad, cultural 
education if h:1 is to have breadth of view and 
perspective. 
A dm iral 
Rickover deals w ith this 
problem at some length. He sfiid: 
“ . . . I n Europe 
because of their stro n g tax- 
sypported secondary school syste m —those who be­ 
gin professional training at the university at about 
age 18 are already broadly educated persons Here 
stud e n ts require about 3 years at a liberal arts 
college to obtain an equivalent general education. 
This has been brought out by m any persons who 
know co nditio ns here and abroad. 
. . . " 
O ur children a re being swindled and the coun­ 
tr y is being robbed of trained and skilled intel­ 
ligence. It is n e ithe r wise nor necessary for the 
United S tate s to copy the Russian or an y o ther 
educational system, hut it is also unwise to be so 
conceited as to be unable to learn from anyone 
else’s experience. W e probably spend m ore money 
on all form s of education in this country and we 
ought to get our m oney’s w orth.

W A SH IN G T O N — The crisis 
brought on by the steel strike is 
based on a paradox. It is not 
simply that the two parties c a n ­ 
not agree on term s. N egotiations 
have broken down largely be­ 
cause the parties have not been 
able to agree on a m achinery o r 
m ethod for finding out how to 
d ra ft the term s tha t would be 
acceptable to both sides. 
T ha t’s why there is some hope 
in 
the so-called “ fact-funding" 
hoard appointed by President E i­ 
senhower, which now is in se s­ 
sion. 
For, 
oddly 
enough, 
the 
three experienced men appoint­ 
ed to tha t board will concern 
them selves 
not so m uch w ith 
finding facts as with devising a 
m achinery of settlem ent. T here 
is nothing in the law to prohibit 
this unprecedented approach.

Dr. George Taylor, chairm an 
of

Cuts from 
the lower g rades hav e a dark lean, v ery little fat, and 
the fat Is y ellowish or bluish-g ray . Between these two 
ex tremes are many g raduations. 


5 . CHOOSE MEAT SUITED TO YOUR PURPOSE. 
Most 
people serv e a hig her g rade of meat and a more pala­ 
table cut for a dinner party than for a family meal. Most 
housewiv es would not use sirloin for stewing meat, but it 
is J ust as out of place to broil a low-g rade cut.

X-factor 
which

instance, the X-factor was fou nd 
in the pancreas. The day may 
come when we can give an alco­ 
holic an injection of some sort and 
he will b e ab le to drink all he 
wants."

Marsh said, lies in the fact that 
the heavy drinker b u ilds u p a tol­ 
erance to alcohol.
